WITH THE ALLIED FORCES IN BELGIUM, Oct. 15. 
—By the Associated Press.—-British, French and Belgian 
troops in their offensive begun yesterday in Belgium have 
captured more than 10,000 prisoners and have taken more 
than IOO guns. 
Advanced allied troops have signalled that they are 
from six to seven miles inside the German positions. 
The Belgian town of Thourout was captured by the 
allies. Thourout was an important strategic position and a 
vital transportation center. Upon it hinged a large part of 
the German transportation system. 
Heavy rain fell in 
Flanders thruout the night tending to turn the battlefields 
into seas of mud. The low hanging clouds show no signs 
of clearing. A continuation of the steady downpour would 
undoubtedly result in slow ing up the battle. 
The fighting continued thruout the night and at vari­ 
ous places severe resistance was encountered, but at most 
points the British, French and Belgians pressed forward. 
Jn this region the battle may be said to be almost as m uch 
against the weather and the mud as against the Germans. 
But while the sticky ground hampers the allied troops it 
hinders even more the enemy who is trying to movfe his 
materials aw’ay under a heavy fire and thru the mired 
ground of the Flanders lowlands.

The British troops holding the Comines bridgehead 
have been fired upon heavily and have withdrawn a few 
hundred yards for the movement. 
Of the prisoners c ap ­ 
tured by the allied armies in Flanders yesterday more than 
six thousand were taken by the Belgians. 
Eight D ivisions Dem olished 
British Headquarters in France, Oct. 15.—Reuter.— 
Since Sunday morning eight of the German front line di­ 
visions in Flanders have been flung back broken and con­ 
fused, while probably all or most of the divisions held in 
reserve behind them received a heavy gruelling.

apparently has not been a battle of limited objectives but 
rather a drive and where towns resisted at all strongly 
the line has pushed on closing again beyond and leaving 
clearing up parties to finish the work.

British Headquarters in Flanders, Oct. 15.—Reuter.— 
General Plumer’s troops pushing forward in Belgium have 
captured 3,723 prisoners, including 131 
ofifcers.

Heavier Type Tank Almost Fell 
Into Discredit 
in France in 
11)17 — French 
Fxperimented 
With Lighter Type to Advan­ 
ta g e . 
With the French Armies, Oct. 
— (Correspondence of the Asso­ 
ciated P ress)— The arm ored cat­ 
erpillar motor 
car or “ tank,” 
which is now in high favor as an 
engine of assault against the ene­ 
mies' lines, almost fell Into dis­ 
credit in France in 1917. 
The 
most successful type has been the 
new lighter car with a swinging 
turret from which an inch and a 
half caliber cannon or a machine 
gun can fire in any direction. 
While the British were m anu­ 
facturing their immense, heavy 
’‘tanks,” 
the 
French, 
without 
knowing of the work th eir allies 
were doing, experimented with 
lighter cars. one type weighing 
13 tons and another 2 3 tons. The 
13-ton cars made their appearance 
in April, 1917, taking part in the 
French offensive between Rhetma 
and the Aisne, as an experiment. 
The losses appeared to be ex­ 
cessive and the report spread that 
they caught fire e v e r y time they 
were hit 
by a projectile. 
The 
death 
of 
Commandant Bossut, 
whi)e leading ail assault |w ith 
one of the cars created a pro­ 
found impression. 
Two later operations, however* 
modified military opinion regard­ 
ing them and they proved to be 
most effective. 
During the winter other experi­ 
ments were made and toward the 
last of 
May. 1918, 
the light 
‘‘tanks” made 
their appearance

STRENUOUS SERVICE 


Jacksonville Physician O nly O ffi­ 
cer of I^arge Group Not 111 with 
Influenza— R ecent 
R eturn

As m e n tio n ed recently. 
Lieut. 
T. O. H a rd esty of the m edical re­ 
serve corps o f the army, recently 
returned f r o m overseas a n d to at 
Hoboken, N. J. In a letter to Mrs. 
Hardesty he explains how' h e hap­ 
pened to r e t u r n so speedily to the 
U. S. 
Lieut. Hardesty was loft on 
board ship in care of t h i r t y sick 
men and th e hospital ship did not 
come for t h e m before tho vessel 
started on t h e retu rn trip. 
It was 
a case of a “ forced r e t u r n ” for 
Lieut. H a rd esty . 
However. 
his 
letter show's h o w greatly his serv­ 
ices were n e e d e d , for when Influ­ 
enza broke o u t he was for a time 
the only m e d ic a l officer n o t IU.
